The 
other one got as far as the east gate of 
the executive mansion when a jeering 
crowd wrenched the ner from Miss 
Burns and tore it into bits. Miss Burns’ 
dress was also torn durigg the mixup. 

Then Maj. Pullman, superintendent of 
the District of Columbia police, went 
over to the suffrage house and warned 
Miss Alfoe Paul, chairman of the wom- 
an's party that further picketing at the 
White House would not be permitted. 

From noon until half past 4 in the 
afterneon the picketing was carried on
